After the Armistice he renjained in Rome working for PWB unti.l his dismissal. 

He is allegedly working as an agent for the French or for the Russians, but 
definitely not for the British or American. 

Has plenty of funds at his disposal. A weak and venal character who would work 

for the highest bidder.
